Two documents give 
cautious ‘yes’ to 
liberation theology

VATICAN CITY (NC) — In two documents issued 
over an 18-month period, the Vatican has given a 
cautious ‘‘yes’’ to liberation theology. 

The ‘‘yes’’ is to systematic Catholic action ‘‘aimed at 
the socio-economic liberation of millions of men and 
women caught in the intolerable situation of economic, 
social and political oppression.”’ 


THE CAUTION is a two-fold warning. The first is 
that Catholic social activism must be rooted in the 
Church’s primary mission of freeing people, spiritually, 
from sin. The second is that theologians cannot 
uncritically borrow Marxist concepts such as class warfare 
and the legitimacy of violence in analyzing social 
structures and means of overcoming injustice. 

Cautiousness has been a trademark of the Vatican’s 
official approach toward liberation theology. 


The Vatican worries that some branches of the 


liberation theology movement are headed in the same 


direction as partisan political movements which see socio- 
economic and political progress as their primary mission. 


AT THE SAME time Church officials do not want to 
blunt the renewal of interest and involvement in 
Catholicism, especially in Third World regions, which 
has been stimulated by Catholic social activism. The 
activism is seen by many as an important means of 
evangelizing people by meeting their immediate needs. 


The Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, the church’s watchdog agency on theological 
matters, issued both liberation theology documents, with 
papal approval: the first in September 1984 and the 
second in April 1986. 


The documents systematize Pope John Paul II’s often- 
expressed concerns that some clergymen, especially in 
Latin America where liberation theology was born, are 
trying to commit the Church to partisan politics or 
ideologies. The pope and the Vatican documents reaffirm 
that this job belongs to the laity, with bishops and priests 
providing moral guidelines and criticisms of specific 
injustices. é 

“‘THE CHURCH does not propose any particular 
system’’ for ending economic, political and_ social 
problems, said the latest’ document.

Catholic educators celebrate 
success at NCEA convention

ANAHEIM (NC) — Catholic educators met March 
31-April 3 to celebrate the success of their schools, but 
speakers at the annual National Catholic Educational 
Assocation convention gave them no time to rest on their 
laurels. 


Before the organization’s 83rd convention in Anaheim, 
retiring NCEA president Msgr. John F. Meyers called 
this year’s theme — ‘‘Mission and Ministries — A 
Celebration’? — appropriate. 


“GIVEN ALL that Catholic education and educators 
have been through in the last 15 years’’ of declining 
enrollment and financial struggles, ‘‘they deserve to look 
back and celebrate their achievements,’’ Msgr. Meyers 
said in an interview before the convention. 


But speakers in Anaheim looked forward to the 
problems of preparing students for tomorrow’s society, to 
the challenge of educating the many poor, minority, and 
non-Catholic students coming into parochial schools, and 
to the necessity of finding new ways of coping with the 
chronic financial strain. 


Educating in a contemporary society marred by crime, 
violence, and the threat of nuclear war requires a new 
agenda, said Sister Clare Fitzgerald, director of the 
Catholic School Leadership Program at Boston College. 


SHE LED the teachers in songs of celebration but 
asked, ‘‘How can we sing the Lord’s song in this strange 
land?”’ 


“You people must reintroduce the Gospel into a pagan 
land,”’ she said. ‘‘You and I are facing a whole new 
agenda; Wemeed-a‘new breed of leader. You have to read 
the times.”’ 


Sister Fitzgerald, a member of the School Sisters of 
Notre Dame, told the educators that Christians must not 
blend into a society that is so unjust and instead must be 
countercultural. 


EDUCATING FOR tomorrow’s agenda means 
developing students who have ‘‘a passion for justice and 
peace,’’ she said, and ‘‘the Catholic school system is the 
only place we can really educate for justice.’’ 


Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles praised 
Catholic schools as ‘‘different where it counts’’ because of 
their commitment to the mission of the church, while 
U.S. Secretary of Education William J. Bennett called the 
schools ‘‘rocks of constancy’’ for poor inner-city school- 
children. 


In a pastoral letter released during the convention 
Archbishop Mahony said, ‘‘We believe that the education 
provided by our schools is and can continue to be a strong 
liberating force, a force that prepares and empowers our 
young people to be strong, active and productive 
members of their families, parishes, civic, economic and 
world communities.”’ 

‘““AS FAITH communities, Catholic schools are 
different from other schools, different where it counts,”’ 
the archbishop said. 

In a separate talk at the convention Archbishop 
Mahony said solid intellectual leadership is needed for the 
future mission and ministry of the U.S. church. 

‘*This begins in theological education,”’ he said. ‘‘If we 
do not do this we will not be able to dialogue with the 
society of which we are a partner, and we will not be 
effective in’ sharing the values of our tradition or in 
responding to the needs of today and tomorrow.”’ 


REFERRING TO the NCEA’s recently released study 
on the impact of Catholic schools on low-income students, 
Bennett said the finding that so many poor inner-city 
families have turned to parochial schools is a ‘‘resounding 
rebuke to the notion. ..that Catholic schools are

bastions of privilege and elitism.’ 


‘‘When the church reaches out to educate the poor, the 
disadvantaged, it is acting in the greatest of Christian 
traditions,’’ he said. 


Father Virgil Elizondo, founder and president of the 
Mexican American, Cultural Center in San Antonio, 
Texas, called on teachers to bring the poorest among 
them to ‘‘the great feast of life.’’ 


MINISTERS TODAY must also become the people 
they are going to serve, must listen to them and enter into 
their world, Father Elizondo continued. 


Catholic educators should prepare themselves and their 
students for life in a church that takes an active role in the 
public policy debate, said Father John Pollard, because 
“‘social and economic problems facing the national 
community have important moral and _ religious 
dimensions.”’ 


The inclusion of religious perspectives in the policy 
debate ‘‘affirms that religious values are not limited to 
private concerns, but do indeed affect public concerns as 
well,’’ -said. Father Pollard, a religious education 
consultant for the Chicago Archdiocese. 


MANY WORKSHOPS at the convention focused on 
more sophisticated ways of financing Catholic education. 
And in his pastoral letter Archbishop Mahony called for 
new ways to raise money for schools in his archdiocese. 


Not all the talks to the nearly 15,000 educators were 
warnings of challenges to be overcome. 


“In your hands you have futures,’’ poet Maya 
Angelou, a professor of American studies at Wake Forest 
University, told them in a speech interspérsed with poetry 
and songs. 


SHE URGED the educators to remember that ‘‘we 
have incredible power, we touch so many lives. . ... We 
have been given so much’’ and teaching must share ‘‘all 
that glory, all that love, all that persistence, all that 
charity.’ 


“‘T hope I’ve reminded you a little of the power you 
have,’’ she told the teachers, They responded to her 
performance and speech with a sustained standing 
ovation.

CASE DISMISSED — For the’ second 
time a federal court has dismissed efforts to 
force the U.S. government to end_ its 
diplomatic relations with the Holy See. In a 
decision in March a three-judge panel of the 
3rd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
unanimously upheld an earlier U.S. district 
court dismissal of the case. The appellate court 
in Philadelphia reaffirmed U.S. District Judge 
John Fullam’s ruling last May that Americans 
United for Separation of Church and State, 
along with several religious groups that joined 
it in the suit, had not been injured by 
U.S.-Vatican diplomatic relations and there- 
fore did not have legal ‘‘standing’’ to sue. 
Americans United’s director, the Rev. Robert 
Maddox, a Baptist minister, said his 
organization found ‘‘ample legal grounds’’ to 
appeal the new decision. He said it could ask 
for a review by the entire appeals court or it 
could take the case to the Supreme Court. 


PARENTAL LEAVE ACT — The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has urged members of 
Congress to co-sponsor legislation to 
guarantee parents of newborn, newly adopted, 
or sick children up to 18 weeks of unpaid leave 
to care for their children.

During the'recent 
presidential election campaign, Corazon 
Aquino, now president, visited the grave of 
Father Favali, a Pontifical Institute for 
Foreign Missions priest, at the Kidapawan 
diocesan seminary. She promised-to do all she 
could to see justice was done quickly in the 
case, according to PIME Father Peter 
Geremia, Father Favali’s assistant parish 
priest. On Feb. 27, two days after Mrs. 
Aquino was proclaimed president, the 
Ministry of Justice sent Special Prosecutor 
Tirso Velasco to the Kidapawan City trial site.

COMPROMISE URGED — Nineteen 
professors in the theology department of The 
Catholic University of America publicly 
warned that a Vatican-ordered firing of Father 
Charles Curran “‘would be severely damaging 
to this university.’’ In a separate statement, 
the faculty of Catholic University’s psychology 
department unanimously urged a compromise 
that would allow Father Curran to retain his 
post. They warned that ‘‘the standing of the 
university in the academic community’’ was at 
stake. Father Curran, a moral theology 
professor at the university, said that he was 
delivering his final reply to the demand of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith for a retraction of his dissenting views on 
some church teachings to the offices of Arch- 
bishop James Hickey of Washington, 
chancellor of the university, for forwarding to 
the Vatican.

VIOLENCE CONTINUES — Violent 
demonstrations by Protestants, resulting in 
clashes with police and Catholics, have marked 
continuing opposition to an Anglo-Irish accord 
aimed at bringing peace to Northern Ireland. 
The Protestant demonstrations followed 
Catholic protests against British rule March 30 
in Londonderry, in the western part of the 
province, where a British soldier was shot in 
the face by a sniper. In the largest 
confrontation, 400 to 500 Protestant youths in 
the town of Portadown hurled bricks and 
stones at police. Authorities reported that 49 
people, including 13 policemen, were hurt in 
the March 31 confrontation in the largely 
Protestant town of 18,000.

Father Dalton dies

Why not open the synod to the media? 


I am told that in the United States it takes, on the 
average, approximately a year to get a book published — 
from start to finish. 


It is all the more remarkable, then, that the U.S. 
edition of Peter Hebblethwaite’s inside story on the extra- 
ordinary Synod of Bishops (Synod Extraordinary, 
Doubleday, New York) is now available and that Xavier 
Rynne’s companion book (John Paul’s Extraordinary 
Synod: A Collegial Achievement, Michael Glazier Inc., 
Wilmington, Del.) will be published very soon. The 
synod ended Dec. 8. 


THE BOOKS are better than might be expected, 
given the speed with which they were published. They 
would be even better had the Vatican been less secretive 
in dealing with the media. Vatican press relations are 
improving, but still have a long way to go. 


There was less secrecy this time than at some earlier 
synods, but still too much, as Hebblethwaite complains. 
In his opinion, the secrecy surrounding the synod, 
particularly <1 its preparatory stages, ‘‘offended the spirit 
and the letter of the council.’’ 


He argues that ‘‘unless one denies any role for public 
opinion in the Church (and it was Pope Pius XII who first 
stressed its necessity), it was difficult to see the purpose of

both ways with the media. Too many of us tend to make a 
fetish of secrecy and then, unreasonably, are inclined to 
become hypersensitive if the media fail to report our 
activities and statements as accurately as they might, and 
as they probably would have done if given access to all 
essential background information. 


This is not to say that reporters, including those who 
cover the Vatican, are without fault or are all paragons of 
professional competence. They make their share of 
inexcusable mistakes and, human nature being what it is, 
are just as unwilling to own up to them as are others. 
Moreover, as a group they have just about as many 
professional and occupational hang-ups as others do. 


But there is no reason to lose our cool when they 
occasionally give us what we regard as a bad press. Far 
better to ask if our manner of dealing with the media is 
always up to the professional standards expected of other 
public figures. Specifically, we ought to take a hard look 


at our traditional policy of secrecy in matters commonly 
thought to be of legitimate concern to rank-and-file 
Catholics and to the public at large. 


WHEN .DEALING with matters affecting the 
common good of the Church and society, ecclesiastics at 
all levels must demonstrate that secrecy is justified. 


There is no reason to expect that we can get by with this 
approach any longer. The Second Vatican Council should 
have proved that rather conclusively. During the 
council’s early days, Vatican authorities learned the hard 
way that a policy of almost complete secrecy wouldn’t do. 


Why not open the next synod to the media? Since it will 
deal with the laity’s role, it will be of more immediate 
interest to rank-and-file Catholics than any of the other 
synods. 


LET’S HOPE for the best in this regard. Meanwhile, 
I think we ought to pay tribute to the press, with all its 
faults, for keeping the public reasonably well informed 
about developments in the Church’s life and for doing so 
with a sense of humor under less than completely satis- 
factory working conditions.

NCCB statement on Curran disappointing 


Bishop James W. Malone, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, is one of ‘‘the best and the 
brightest’’ of North American bishops. 
He enjoys an excellent reputation not 
only within the episcopal conference but 
also within the Catholic scholarly 
community. 


The statement issued over his name on 
.the Father Charles Curran case, there- 
fore, was disappointing. (Father Curran, 
a professor of moral theology at The 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington, D.C., has been informed by 
the Vatican that his ‘‘canonical 
mandate’’ to teach Catholic theology will 
be revoked because of his views on an 
assortment of sex-related issues.) 


‘“*THE CENTRAL issue identified in 
this process,’’ Bishop Malone’s statement 
declared, ‘‘concerns the fact that someone 
who does not accept the teaching of the 
Church’s magisterium on crucial points 
cannot reasonably expect to occupy a 
position that requires that he teach what 
the Church teaches. 


“Tt is clearly the right and duty of the 
Holy See to safeguard the authenticity of 
Catholic teaching throughout the world.’’ 


The statement, however, sidesteps the 
two most important questions in this case: 
(1) Is dissent from non-infallible teachings 
ever legitimate? (2) Why is Father Curran 
being singled out? 


ONE SUSPECTS that the answer to 
the first question would be, ‘‘Yes, in 
principle, but it depends on the issue.”’ 


According to Bishop Malone’s 
statement, a theologian’s canonical 
mandate can be withdrawn, even when 
infallible teachings are not at stake, if the 
dissent has to do with ‘‘the teaching of the 
Church’s  magisterium on crucial 
points.”’ 

Such an answer, however, begs other 
questions: 


(1) What are the ‘“‘crucial points’’ 
among non-infallible teachings and how 
are they determined? 


(2) Might a theologian legitimately

challenge any ‘‘crucial points’’ at all 
without incurring this canonical penalty? 


(3) If so, how many? How is that 
number determined? 


(4) If disagreement with any non- 
infallible teaching involving ‘‘crucial 
points’’ is sufficient to revoke a 
theologian’s canonical mandate, on what 
theological, doctrinal, or historical basis is 
that principle deduced? 


THESE ARE extremely important 
questions, which the principal drafter of 
the Malone statement obviously did not 
have time to think through, given the 
pressure of getting out some kind of 
statement before the meeting of the 
administrative board the following week. 


The second major question sidestepped 
in the statement has to do with justice 
rather than theological principles. Why is 
Father Curran being singled out and 
punished for taking positions that many, 
if not most, of his colleagues in moral 
theology, both in the United States and 
elsewhere, also take? 


If it is the case that such views are 
incompatible with the canonical mandate 
to teach Catholic theology, then let the 
Vatican really clean house. 


PRESIDENTS, RECTORS, deans, 
and department heads in Catholic 
universities, colleges, and. seminaries 
know that they would stand to lose many, 
if not most, of their moral theologians and 
many other faculty members besides. 


Such an action could not be enforced, 
and the Vatican knows that. Why, then, 
did they proceed against Father Curran? 


One can only assume that they 
continue to blame him and at least two 
others — all named in a Vatican press 
conference almost two years ago — for 
the failure of Catholics to accept the 


teaching of the papal birth control 
encyclical, ‘‘Humanae Vitae.’’ 


FATHER CURRAN had drafted and 
circulated ‘a statement of dissent against 
the encyclical when it appeared in July 
1968. There were hundreds of signers. 


Survey after survey since then has 
disclosed that the overwhelming majority 
of married Catholics still young enough to 
have children do not accept or abide by 
the official teaching. 


The charge against Father Curran and 
others, however; begs yet another 
question: On what basis can one conclude 
that Catholic married couples would have 
followed a different moral course, were it 
not for the theologians’ dissent? 


IN 1968, the year of Himnaaae 
Vitae,’’ the U.S. Catholic bishops issued 


a pastoral letter, ‘‘Human Life in Our 
Day,’’ in which they acknowledged the 
possibility of theological dissent: ‘‘There 
exists in the Church a lawful freedom of 
inquiry and of thought and also general 
norms of licit dissent. This is particularly 
true in the area of theological speculation 
and research. . . . The reverence due all 
sacred matters, particularly questions that 
touch on salvation, will not necessarily 
require the. responsible scholar to 
relinquish his opinion. . . .”’ 


It is clear that the U.S. Catholic 
bishops will have as many questions to 
grapple with as their brothers and sisters 
in the Catholic theological community. 


Bishop Malone’s statement only puts a 
big toe in the icy water. There’s much 
splashing ahead.

Rock music can be dangerous or educational

Over the past few months, the media (TV, magazines, 
and newspapers) have taken an interest in the question of 
the morality of rock music. This interest was touched off 
by the protests of parents’ groups who have complained 
that the lyrics of many rock songs and the videos that 
accompany the songs are filled with dangerous messages. 


They are often violent, blatantly sexist, demonic, and: 


pornographic. 


Faced with the evidence, we are asked to take a stand. 
Yet the issue is complex and often confusing. How are we 
to know what the right course might be for us as parents, 
or more basically, as Christians? 


I MUST confess before I go too far into this article — I 
like rock music. I oppose any sort of blanket statement 
that would have us keep our children or ourselves away 
from rock. Rock, in itself, is a neutral art form that can be 
used for good or for bad. It is not intrinsically evil. 


It is true, however, that many have used it for evil 
purposes. Rock artists have gone to ever greater extremes 
to attract popularity and they have often presented 
perverted values. 


Even if I disliked rock, however, I would never think of 


trying to ban it. That would be to play right into the 
hands of those who are exploiting it. They could depict us 
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Opinion 


as a band of mindless Neanderthals who are opposed to 
anything that our children really like. In this way they 
would win the sympathy of our children. A too heavy- 
handed approach is self-defeating. 


THE PROPER response to this problem seems to be 
education. We must be willing to find out what messages 
are being presented by rock. Even if we do not personally 
like the music, we must make the sacrifice of investigating 
it. : 


Many of the rock music publishers have now agreed to 
publish the lyrics of their songs on the record covers (a 
move that should be lauded). We must take the time to sit 
down and read those lyrics — even asking others (for 


example, our children) to explain questionable lyrics to. 


us. 


The worst possible response to the whole question is to 
ignore the question. Our children (and we) listen to it for 
hours on end. The lyrics, no matter how much we might 
try to deny it, do have an effect on us. 


If we hear songs in which the message calls for self- 
gratification at the cost of others, we are all the more 
tempted to let ourselves slip into selfishness. If that is true 
for ourselves, how much more could it be a factor for our 
children who are just forming the values by which they 
will live for the rest of their lives. 


FURTHERMORE, IF we ignore rock, we are 
relinquishing our say over the culture in which we live. 
We are saying that we will allow the media to feed us any 
message as long as it is packaged in a palatable form. 


What do we do, though, if we find that some of the 
music to which our children are listening is objectionable? 
It would be best to show them what is wrong with that 
music. 


This is where religious education classes can prove 
invaluable. The videos could be shown in the classroom 
with a critique by the students on the underlying message. 
Let them determine whether that is the way we are called 
to live. If they see it as objectionable and we challenge 
them to live by their idealism, then we have a chance. 


DOES ANY rock music have a socially acceptable 
message? To answer that we must consider Christian 
rock. The message of Christian rock music is precisely 
that: Christ. 


Some is admittedly poor — evangelical songs to a rock 
beat. That type of music will always have a limited 
audience and will probably not be popular with young 
people. Some, however, is well done and pleasing to 
anyone who likes rock. 


Amy Grant is an example of an artist who sings 
Christian rock and has now broken into the mainline 
audience. Rather than being feared, this type of music 
should be encouraged because it is a possibility to reclaim 
our culture. It is, once again, a refusal to allow the anti- 


‘social elements in the rock movement to have a monopoly 


on rock. 


SOME ENTERTAINERS re also presenting 
messages that, while not being openly Christian, are at 
least socially conscious (in the manner of the folk artists of 
the ’60s). Bruce Springsteen has shown that one can sing 
of the misery and injustice of modern life. Bob Geldof has 
used the rock movement to feed the starving. 


Even artists such as Tina Turner, once dubbed the 
queen of raunch, can present a valuable message. One of 
her hits, ‘‘What’s love got to do with it,’’ sounds as if it is 
a rejection of love. However, it is quite the opposite. It is 
the cry of loneliness of a woman hurt to the core by love 
and who is afraid to try again. 


The battlefield for rock is not all one-sided. Rock can 
be evil, but it can also be used to teach, to feed the 
hungry, to express our deepest feelings. It is up to us to 
decide whether we will abdicate this art form to those who 
would use it in a cheap and opportunist manner or 
whether we will refuse to allow that. 


If we educate ourselves and use our consumer pressure, 
we can make it more Christian and even, God willing, an 
instrument of evangelization (again, either directly or by 
the portrayal of Christian values). The choice is ours.

The Church’s aim is to judge ‘‘to what extent existing 
systems conform or do not conform to the demands of 
human dignity,”’ it said. 


The documents contain views which are in sharp 
contrast to the earlier, harsher assessments of their signer, 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the doctrinal 
congregation. 


IN AN AUGUST 1984 interview he criticized some 
liberation theologians for trying to build a theology based 
on sociological and economic theories. 


The problem is not so much the use of Marxist concepts 
but affirmations ‘‘derived from theological speculation 
and the mixture of the Bible, Christology, sociology and 
economics,’’ he said. Such mixing is ‘‘an abuse’’ of 
theology, he said. 


“T should let Christology remain Christology and 
should treat economic and social questions with all the 
seriousness that is required,’’ he added. 


“I CAN’T DEDUCE from the Gospel of Mark or 
from the Letter to the Galatians what I should do in South 
America. This is simply a foolishness,’’ said Cardinal 
Ratzinger. 


In other personal statements, the cardinal criticized 
specific liberation theologians. 


Thus far, however, the Vatican has avoided officially 
condemning specific liberation theologians. The closest it 
came was in criticizing a book by Brazilian Franciscan 
Father Leonardo Boff as dangerous to the faith. It 
imposed an 11-month period of silence on the priest, 
barring him from publishing or lecturing on theological 
issues. 


Pair found guilty of murdering priest 


RIVERSIDE — Two men accused of murdering 
Father Bernard Tobin of Fresno during a robbery in 
March 1985 were found guilty of first-degree murder and 
robbery March 31 in a California Superior Court in 
Riverside. 


Two men are Johnny Lee Smith, 22, and Robert 
Windfield, 20. They could face the death penalty. 


FATHER TOBIN died March 11, 1985, about a 
month after he was beaten by two men who made off with 
$1,300 in donations and bingo proceeds from St. 
Alphonsus Church in Fresno. 


The priest, who was 69, was recovering from a heart 
attack and was semi-retired when the attack occurred. He 
and another priest, who was also beaten, did not resist the 
robbers, investigators said. 


Smith and Windfield were convicted despite arguments 
by defense attorneys that the two could not be held 
responsible for Father Tobin’s death because the victim 
was in poor health and that the priest’s fatal heart attack 
was not caused by injuries suffered in the beating. 

An autopsy in Los Angeles, where the priest was 
recuperating following the attack, revealed an 
undiagnosed skull fracture allegedly inflicted by blows 
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from the defendants. A pathologist concluded that the 
fracture was enough to trigger the fatal heart attack and 
classified the death as a homicide. :

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Diocese offers three marriage preparation methods

While a wedding lasts only a day, a 
marriage is intended to last for a lifetime. 


There is no doubt that engaged people 
are sincerely in love with each other; yet 
their attention is often focused on the 
event of their wedding rather than on a 
decision to examine their ability to love 
each other in a lifelong marriage. 


WHEN ASKED directly, most 
engaged couples believe that they are 
communicating well. This is only natural, 
because at this time in their relationship 
there is a strong desire to spend time 
together and talk about the future. 


But too often ‘‘the future’’ is 
monopolized by plans for the wedding 
ceremony and reception. It is all too easy 
to talk about shoes and tuxedos. It is a 
little more difficult to talk about 
differences of temperament and future in- 
laws. 


Although few engaged couples 
realistically consider the possibility of ever 
“‘falling out of love,’’ the awesome 
statistics say that half of them do. In the 
United States, 50 percent of all marriages 
end in divorce. It does not seem that the 
age of the couples nor their previous 
experience in relationships (including 
other marriages) guarantees them a better 
chance of success. 


BECAUSE OF the number of failed 
marriages as well as the number of 
marriages that are somewhere between 
success and failure, the Church has a 
legitimate concern for engaged couples. 


One result of this concern is the 
required preparation period before 
marriages. We do not wish to 


inconvenience couples or add to the 
number of bureaucratic hurdles they 
must jump through. We do wish to 
suggest 
require special consideration by engaged 
couples. We know that these factors are 


that there are factors which . 


critical for the future survival of 


marriages. 


Therefore the Diocese of San Diego has 
established a methodical plan for pre- 
marrieds. The couple may choose one of 
three methods to prepare. In each case, 
the time for preparation is a minimum of 
three months. 


COUPLES NEED to visit their local 
priest or deacon as soon as they seriously 
begin to discuss the possibility of 
marriage, especially before they have 
selected a wedding day. Dreams for a 
specific wedding date and celebration will 
follow an engaged couple’s deliberated 
response to the demands of married life. 


This deliberation is enhanced by 
attendance of trained married couples in 
the diocese who cooperate in the 
experience of marriage preparation. By 
sharing their own experiences, these 
married ‘‘ministry couples’’ assist 
engaged couples in deciding to turn a 
possibility of marriage into the probability of 
marriage in the Church. This is what we 
call marriage preparation. 


Families and friends who read this 
article are encouraged to join and support 
this effort by passing along this 
information to appropriate couples. 


THE PROCESS of marriage 
preparation begins with the first visit to a 
clergyman. He will explain the local 
programs of marriage preparation. 


Most of these programs are social 
experiences in the company of other 
engaged and married couples in which 
common needs and anxieties are 
examined and alleviated. Dedicated 
married couples who have successfully 
met the challenges posed by the strengths 
and weaknesses in their own marriages 
share with small groups of engaged 
couples some expectations that must be 
anticipated in order to better assure a 
couple’s happiness together.

THE DIOCESAN Department of 
Family Life offers the following marriage 
preparation programs: 


The Evenings for the Engaged with 
the Pre-Cana Conference is a program 
designed both to review the teachings of 
the Church regarding marriage and to 
provide an atmosphere of shared 
experiences. 


This approach offers the benefit of con- 
scientiously discussing important issues 
and needs of a life together. 


Review of Church 
important for two reasons: 

® many people are exposed to these 
teachings at a very early age when 
marriage is such a distant dream that its 
full significance is basically lost and 

© most engaged couples have accepted 
the teachings of the Church before they 
met and assume each other understands 
these teachings in the same way. 


The Pre-Cana Conference which begins 
this combined program offers engaged 
couples the opportunity to examine each 
other’s beliefs as adults. The half-day 
conference is held on weekends. 


teachings is 


Evenings for the Engaged is designed as 
the discussion part of the combined 
program. The evenings are held in the 
homes of married couples one night each 
week for six consecutive weeks. 


They provide the opportunity and 
environment for small groups of engaged 
couples to discuss the commitment they 
are about to make. They also provide 
time between meetings for engaged 
couples to reflect.on the decision to love 
each other in practical and challenging 
ways. 


The Engaged Encounter Weekend is 
a similar experience designed for engaged 
couples who choose to spend a weekend 
retreat in a structured sharing, writing 
and dialogue program. 


Beginning on a Friday evening and 
concluding on a Sunday afternoon, 
engaged couples experience the 
opportunity to examine their prospective 
lives together through honest and 
intensive communications. 


The Pre-Cana Conference Alone 
program is especially designed for 
engaged people whose finance(e) is 
unable to attend the marriage preparation 
program with them. 


This experience provides the 
opportunity to review Church teachings, 
and for non-Catholics to become 
acquainted with them. Couples can also 
learn some insightful communication 
exercises for use with the finance(e) 
unable to attend. 


Engaged couples who must attend 
separate Pre-Cana Conferences can still 
reap the advantages of the program — a 
review of Catholic beliefs and the 
experience of communicating some of 
their anticipated needs and expectations 
as a married couple. 


Following their participation in a 
program, engaged couples return to visit 
their local clergyman to discuss their 
reactions to the experiences provided by 
the marriage preparation programs. 


It is at this time that the full benefit of 
the program is felt: the engaged couple 
and the local clergyman together examine 
the reasons for a marriage in the Church 
and they discuss the meaning of the full 
and unconditional commitment that a 
couple makes to each other through the 
Sacrament of Matrimony. 


This variety of programs is the wedding 
gift that those of the Marriage 


Preparation Ministry offer couples. Much _. 


like the sacrifices of love made by families 
for education and welfare when engaged 
couples were younger, the experience of 
marriage preparation is a great con- 
tribution to the pursuit of a kind of 
happiness only God can guarantee.

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are dissolved by the courts. When one 
party is under 18 years old and the 
woman is pregnant, or both parties are 18 
or younger, 90 percent of such marriages 


fail. 


In other words, if you are getting 
married this year, your marriage has only 
a 50-50 chance of succeeding. If you are 
both marrying for the first time, the odds 
are better: two out of three chances for 
SUCCESS. 

HOWEVER, IF one of you is under 
18 and a child has been conceived, or you 
are both 18 or younger, you have only 
one chance out of 10 of remaining 
married to each other. 


These are frightening figures. As 
statistics, though, they do not begin to tell 
the flesh and blood stories of unhappiness, 
suffering, and emotional turmoil ex- 
perienced by millions of people. 

Why am I telling you this? Well, over 
the past eight years I have spoken to over 
7,500 engaged couples at marriage 
preparation programs. I have never hada 
single couple indicate that they intended 
to marry only in order to experience a 
divorce. 


YET THE sstatistics tell me that 
approximately 3,000 of them have 
undergone the painful process of 
shattered visions, total disillusionment, 
anger, bitterness, and a sense of failure. 
There is no such thing as a painless 
divorce. 


frightening or irritating. It implies that I 
cannot handle my own problems. It 
suggests that somehow I’m incompetent 
to deal with my own life. 


In reality, though, I’m not always as 
competent as I would like to believe I am. 


FOR EXAMPLE, a couple of weeks 
ago, armed with a sack of receipts, 
documents and other papers, I soulfully 
trudged over to meet with my _ tax 
accountant to determine what my 
obligation is to the IRS. I am annually 
overwhelmed by the tax laws and a fine or 
a jail sentence are not acceptable altern- 
atives. 


In January, I broke a tooth. The next 
morning I called my dentist. I knew that 
time alone would not heal my molar. 


Last fall, when my car began to make 
strange thumping noises under the hood, 
I reluctantly decided that ignoring it was 
more likely to cause the engine to blow up 
than to repair itself. 


WITH MY TAXES, I don’t know 
what to do; with my tooth, I knew that 
ignoring it would only make it worse; 
with my car, I knew it didn’t sound right, 
but I couldn’t figure out what was wrong 
and didn’t know how to fix it. 


The same thing is true with human 
relationships. Sometimes I don’t know 
how to handle them correctly. Sometimes 
things start to hurt, and I know that I 
can’t fix them alone. Sometimes, things

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Engaged Encounter weekend gives 


a couple time to focus on each other

When John and Joan Inlow began their 
Engaged Encounter weekend in May 
1982, they were preoccupied with plans 
for their wedding scheduled two months 
later. 


During that weekend experience, ‘‘we 
both became more open in sharing our 
fears of the future,’’ Joan said, adding 
that it stretched their focus from the 
immediate future to their life-long 
commitment to each other in marriage. 


SHE SAID the Engaged Encounter 
‘“deepened their faith,’’ although she and 
John had been previously active in the 
Church. She also credits the weekend 
with showing the human side of the 
Church through the witness of Father 
Francis Penko who gave some of the 
presentations on their weekend. Father 


- Penko is director of Catholic Community 


Services’ Department of Family Life, 
which sponsors diocesan marriage 
preparation programs. 


The Inlows now give the same type of 
talks that helped them improve their own 
communication about four years ago. 
Last: year they gave presentations during 
seven weekends and have replaced 
Dennis and Jayne Horn as diocesan 
coordinators of the program. 


The Catholic Engaged Encounter is a 
process which aims to improve 
interpersonal communications and build 
relationships between engaged couples. 


TWO MARRIED couples and a 
Catholic priest comprise the team which 
functions as facilitators and guides during 
the weekend. After their personal sharing 
on topics such as affirmation, sexuality, 
and marriage as sacrament, couples write 
and share their responses with each other. 


Most Engaged Encounter weekends are 
held at St. Luis Rey Mission or at the 
Padre Trail Inn in Old Town, said 
Dennis and Jayne Horn, another of the 
20 couples who give Engaged Encounter 
presentations. 


The weekend enables engaged couples 
“‘to concentrate only on each other,”’ 
Jayne said. It lets them ‘‘look at. all 
aspects of their relationship in a total 
sharing of themselves. . .instead of saying 
only what the partner wants to hear.”’ 


PARTICIPANTS HEAR the 
“‘Christian view of marriage based on 
faith, trust, and caring, rather than on 
materialism and doing your own thing,”’ 
she added. The value of having a family is 
also stressed, she said. Many engaged 
couples put a low priority on having a 
family, ‘‘convinced that children tie.you 
down.”’ 


Dennis and Jayne have two children, 
Mark, 19, and Katie, 9. 


““The world pulls marriages apart,”’ 
Dennis said. He sees the weekend as an 
opportunity ‘‘for couples to experience 
Church through each other. If a person 
doesn’t have love in a family situation, 
it’s hard to believe in a loving, caring 
God,”’ he said. 


DENNIS WAS baptized a Catholic 
after he and Jayne made their Marriage 
Encounter in 1975. 


They said that giving talks at Engaged 
Encounter weekends the past five years 
has brought them closer together. 


“You can always keep growing,”’ 
Jayne said. It’s important to have contact 
with couples who have the same values as

Evenings for Engaged foster ‘we’ mentality

SAN DIEGO — Evenings for the 
Engaged give couples opportunities to 
develop a ‘‘we’’ rather than an “‘I’’ 
mentality, said Carol Stone, who hosts 
marriage preparation sessions with her 
husband, Tom, in their Santee home. 


They share personal experiences on 
marriage-related topics with about five 
engaged couples planning to marry in the 
Church during six weekly two-hour 
periods. 


THE COUPLES then disperse to 
write individual responses to questions 
and then discuss them together. Printed 
materials participants receive ask them to 


explore areas such as their attitudes . 


toward self and partner, their 
expectations of marriage, and _ their 
appreciation of Matrimony as a sign of 
God’s love for his people. 


Lastly, they discuss the topic in a large- 
group setting. 


The- Stones encourage the couples to 
complete pertinent follow-up activities 
during the week. 


THE OBJECTIVE is for couples to

learn how their viewpoints differ so they 


can decide how to handle these 
differences, Tom said. 
Realizing their ‘‘love is more

How do Evenings for the Engaged 
benefit the couples? 


““THEY HAVE a chance to avoid the 
mistakes we made by trial and error,”’ 
Tom said. He attributed this to improved 
communication skills and understanding 
better ‘the sacrament of Matrimony. 
“Our love for each other should be a 
reflection of God’s love for us,’’ he said. 


Tom and Carol have observed the 
couples drawing closer together during 
the program. The vast majority give 
positive evaluations of the evenings. 

One pair, married six years ago, 
continues to apply the principles learned 
during this marriage preparation 
program to their daily living situations. 


HOSTING EVENINGS for the 
Engaged “enables us to live our 
sacrament,’’ Tom said, adding that the 
program calls -him and his wife to 
their

He and Carol have been married 19 
years. They have helped prepare about 30 
couples for marriage during the past six 
years.

But 
the number of applicants exceeds the 
number of married people serving them 
in this ministry, and some engaged 
couples must be refused, she said.

THE ROBINSONS endorse _ this 
ministry for married couples as a means 
of growing in their relationship with each 
other.

‘A Journey Together’ helps fortify 
a newly married couple’s relationship

EL CAJON — “‘If we are going to turn 
the tide in the divorce ratio, we have to 
start with newly married couples,’’ said 
Corrine Warcholick. Corrine and her 
husband, Rich, are a ministry team for 
““A Journey Together,’’ a program for 
newly married couples. 

A Journey Together’s purpose is to 
help newly married couples strengthen 
their marriage by improving their ability 
to communicate with their spouses, 
Corrine said. 


THE WARCHOLICKS and Father 
Dan Polizzi, diocesan director of 
marriage preparation, developed A 
Journey Together about three years ago. 


The three, and Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
saw a need for some kind of ministry for 
newly married couples, Corrine said. The 
program is designed for couples who have 
been married between six months and 
two years. 


A Journey Together consists of six 
gatherings of a small group (usually five) 
of newly married couples and a ministry 
couple, Corrine explained. The meetings 
are held in the couples’ homes. 


THE PROGRAM provides an 
opportunity for couples to meet and 
develop new friendships with other 
couples who live in the same area and who 
share similar values and goals. 


Corrine said the program is designed to 
provide a ‘bridge, a strengthening often 
needed in the first two years of 
marriage.’’ As such, it is a step between 
marriage preparation programs and 


- Marriage Encounter, a program designed 


for people who have been married for 
more than two years. 


A Journey Together gives young 


couples a chance to get together with - 


others like them and learn they are not the 
only ones experiencing stress in their 
marriage. They discover that ‘‘what they 
are going through is normal and being 
experienced by others,’’ Corrine said. 


OF THE 30 couples who have taken 
part in the program over the last two 
years, Corrine said many were attracted

to the program because it offered them 
the opportunity to meet other newly 
married couples. 


Other couples had participated in 
Engaged Encounter or Evenings for the 
Engaged and they sought some kind of 
program to help their marriage grow. 
““They need reinforcement 
somebody to say you’re okay, you’re 
doing all right. They know they will get 
affirmation in a program for newly 
married couples,’’ Corrine explained. 


Most couples enjoy the gatherings even 
though the program sometimes makes 
them ‘‘look at some aspects of their 
relationship they may not want to look 
at,’ Corrine said, citing money, 
sexuality, and in-laws as examples. 


THE PROGRAM’S exercises’ ‘‘focus 
on the needs of the individual couple’s 
marriage,’ Corrine explained. ‘‘An 
individual couple focuses on the area they 
are least able to communicate on.’’ 


Corrine noted that this can often be 
difficult, especially if the area being 
focused on causes conflict, tension, or 
disagreement for the couple. 


‘Because the husband and wife must do 
the exercises individually and compare 
notes, the couple will sometimes discover 
that they do not agree on a problem area, 
Corrine said. 


THE WARCHOLICKS’ involvement 
in A Journey Together has caused 
Corrine to see what she describes as ‘‘a 
turn-around in marriage.’’ Young 
couples recognize the fact that marriages 
in today’s world do not always last 
forever. 


Many couples feel that marriage needs 
to be strengthened from the beginning, 
she said. ‘“Young people are. prepared to 
seek help.”’ 


The Church has also realized the need 
for ministry to newly married couples, she 
said, adding that this is the reason A 
Journey Together was created. 


CORRINE HOPES pastors will help 
the program by seeking married couples 
to be ministry teams for the program in 
their parishes. 


Currently, five ministry teams from St. 
Charles parish in Imperial Beach have 
been trained, she said. Another five 
couples, three of whom will do a Spanish 
program, from various diocesan parishes 
have also been trained as ministry teams 
but have not yet given the program.

NFP’s success lies in planning ahead

SAN DIEGO — If a couple waits until 
the last moment to take the one-and-a- 
half-hour natural family planning course, 
they may have to abstain from sexual 
relations on their honeymoon if they wish 
to prevent pregnancy, said Nancy Brown. 

Couples who plan to use Natural 
Family Planning (NFP) should call 
Catholic Community Service’s 
Responsible Parenthood Department to

enroll in an NFP class as soon as they 
decide to marry, said Nancy Brown, the 
department’s director. 


BROWN INSTRUCTS couples in the 
Sympto-Thermal Method (STM) of 
NFP. STM is based upon recognizing 
and recording signs that indicate fertility. 
Besides the one class, instruction in the 
method requires a 12-week follow-up 
period. 


If used correctly, STM can be 97 
percent effective in preventing 
pregnancy, Brown noted. 


The method requires that a woman 


observe her cervical discharge and take 


her 
interpreting 


Observing and 
two changing 


temperature. 
these 


indicators, natural body signs that occur 
in 96 percent of fertile woman, will enable 
a couple to identify fertile and infertile 
days in each woman’s menstrual cycle. 


STM DOES NOT require the use of 
pills or other contraceptive devices, 
Brown noted. To use the natural family 
planning method, all a woman need do is 
stay in bed an extra five minutes and go to 
the bathroom in the morning, she added. 


Many people think STM is a rigid 
method or that they have to change their 
lifestyle to use it, Brown said. This need 
not be the case. 


Brown said many Catholic woman take 
birth control pills even though this is 
contrary to Church teaching. Many of 
these women do not realize that today’s 
combination and mini birth control pills 
are actually abortive, she explained. 


ORIGINALLY, BIRTH control pills 
worked by stopping ovulation, Brown 
said. However, as more progesterone was 
added to birth control pills to eliminate 
the dangerous side effects of estrogen, 
irritation to the uterine lining became the 
mode of action. This irritation causes 
abortion because it prevents a fertilized 
egg from being implanted in the uterus, 
Brown explained. 


In contrast, use of NFP is not contrary 
to church teaching because it requires that 
one use her head rather than an artificial 
device, Brown said. God gave people a 
brain that enables us to use knowledge, 


she added. 


With NFP, a couple can choose to have 
sexual relations during a fertile period or 
they can abstain. 


““THE DIFFERENCE in the eyes of 
the Church is attitude,’’ the director said. 
“If a couple uses NFP with the idea of 
never having children, this is the wrong 
attitude.” 


Couples who use NFP are not blocking 
conception like those who use 


contraceptive devices that ‘‘say no to 


' God,”’ she said. 


To explain the difference between 
using NFP and contraceptive devices, 
Brown often tells a story once told to her. 


IF A MOTHER has three children — 
ages four, two, and one — and she has an 
urgent project to do — she can gently 
usher her children outside and tell them 
that she has to be left alone. 


' This same woman, could also scream at 
her children, push them outside, and bolt 
the door, Brown said. In both stories, the 
children could still get into the house if 
they were so determined. 


The difference is one of attitude. The 
bolted door is like a barrier method of 
birth control, she said. Like the children, 
God could still intervene and conception 
could occur with a barrier method or with 
NFP, she added. 


BROWN NOTED that the Church’s 
stand on birth control has not changed. 
The Church has always condemned the 
use of artificial birth control devices, she 
said, citing as examples of Church 
teachings Pope Pius XI’s encyclical that 
condemned contraception and Humanae 
Vitae. 


The Church has always permitted 
NFP, however. Brown cited withdrawal, 
which is 0 percent effective, rhythm, 
which is 50 percent effective, and the 
Billings method, which is 89 percent 
effective, as earlier NFP methods. 


Couples who decide to use the Sympto- 
Thermal Method must be committed, 
Brown said. To work effectively, the two 
fertility indicator signs must be observed 
daily. The couple must also be motivated 
since sexual abstinence during a woman’s 
fertile cycle may be difficult.

Compatibility in money matters is possible

Marianne makes all her clothes, prepares economical 
meals and abhors waste. She budgets carefully, turns 
lights off when leaving a room and squeezes the last drop 
from the toothpaste tube. Marianne frequently goes to 
flea markets, thrift stores, and garage sales looking for 
bargains. 


She values each opportunity to save a dollar to provide 
the financial assurance she deems necessary to her 


_ family’s future. To Marianne, money represents security.

TO JONATHAN, however, money equals status. 
Aggressive, amiable, and a bit flashy, he purchases name 
brand clothes, dazzling jewelry, and the latest model car. 
Jonathan doesn’t flinch at the idea of buying faddish 
electronic gadgets or flying to the mountains for a ski 
weekend. 


Often a victim of credit-card purchasing, Jonathan 
bought a sailboat then used it less than a dozen times in 
five years. He seldom charts the financial course of his 
family’s future. 


Not surprisingly, Marianne and Jonathan are 
frequently at odds about money. Although the disagree- 
ments are centered on how much is saved or spent, their 
conflicts arise from clashing attitudes. 


AS THAT couple illustrates, attitudes about money 
are deeply ingrained into our personalities. A spouse who 
is aggressive or domineering may equate money with 
power. To another spouse, money stands for status. For 
yet others, money begets or bestows love. 


Even Christian attitudes are sometimes conflicting; for 
instance, disdain for money versus generosity. 


Usually one attitude toward money predominates in 
people. It colors feelings and determines behavior and 
affects marital relationships. 


IN A STUDY on marital compatibility, Graham 
a professor at the State University of 
Pennsylvania, found that couples in the happiest 
marriages have similar ideas about budgeting money. 
Surprisingly, he found that money causes more conflict in 
marriage than sexual infidelity. 


Some psychologists say that couples are often reluctant 
to discuss their differing views on money. In Money 


_ Madness, authors Herb Goldberg and Robert Lewis call it 


“*the last taboo.’’ 
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Can compatibility in money matters be encouraged? 


When I present marriage preparation conferences with 
my husband, Al, for the Archdiocese of New Orleans, we 
suggest that couples develop a process for financial 
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management that is aimed at taking their differing 
attitudes into account. 


WE CAUTION couples that attitudes are slow to 
change. Yet, with patience and perseverance, they can be 
identified and then modified. 


Some suggestions on how to promote compatibility: 


1. Communication: Attempt to pinpoint and discuss 
attitudes. Try also to find the feelings accompanying 
them. A feeling of fear or insecurity could be the basis of 
extreme thriftiness. Or a big spender could be over- 
compensating for feelings of inadequacy. Sharing these 
emotions is a first step toward understanding. 


2. Make mutual money decisions: TV programs are 
fueled with marital deceptions and misconceptions 
concerning money from her proverbial ‘‘cookie jar’’ to 
his ‘‘secret compartment’’ wallet. 


The message is clear: Making money decisions without 
your spouse’s input is a sure way to create conflict. 


To encourage mutual responsibility, I suggest a simple 
rule for spending. After allowing for fixed expenses 
(housing, food, car payments) and extras 
(entertainment), set a safe sum that each person can 
spend without consulting the other. In one household the 
safe sum could be $20; in another $200. It can change 
monthly. 


This arrangement promotes shared decisions and a 
measure of independence as well. 


3. Budget wisely: According to J.K. Lasserlin in 
Financial Planning for Your Family, the budget ‘‘is a 
means of releasing money to better use and of putting the 
budgeter in control.’’ 


A budget allows a couple to control money rather than 
be controlled by it. 


4. Set priorities and compromise: June wanted new 
furniture. Bob didn’t. She suggested selecting four rooms 
of furnishings for their new home, using time payments. 
Bob thought this unwise because of their large monthly 
mortgage payment. 

The answer? They compromised, buying living room 
furniture only, with cash. 


Here is an exercise that you and your partner might 
want to try. Take five minutes to jot down your thoughts 
and feelings on these questions. 


1. What is my attitude toward money? 
2. What do I think money means to my partner? 
3. Who will handle money? Why? 


4. Will our income support the standard of living I 
desire? 


‘5. Am I willing to change my attitude? 


Now, read and discuss one another’s responses. It may 
prove enlightening. 


Mixed marriages «| 


don’t have to fail

FACT: Almost 40 percent of all Catholics who married 
in the 1970s married non-Catholics. 


FACT: The younger a couple is, the more likely their 
religious affiliation differs. 


FACT: Attitudes about interchurch marriages are 
becoming more positive. Seventy-two percent of 
Americans approve of such marriages. 


SAD-BUT-TRUE FACT: Mixed Protestant-Catholic 
marriages are more likely to end in divorce than either 
Protestant or Catholic same-church marriages, but it is 
unclear what is the cause of instability. It is safe to say that 
differing religious affiliations could lead to conflict in a 
marriage. 
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The happy fact, however, is that ‘‘mixed marriages’’ 
need not lead to unhappiness and divorce, especially if the 
couple takes time before the wedding to candidly discuss 
the ceremony itself as well as the overall role of religion in 
their lives and in the lives of any children they may have. 


Dr. Richard Lawless, vicar for education in the Diocese 
of Syracuse, N.Y., and a specialist in the area of inter- 
church marriages, discussed in a recent interview how 
these couples can minimize possible conflict. - 


“BEGINNING WITH the Vatican Council II 
document on ecumenism,’’ Lawless said, ‘‘there has 
developed a whole new respect on the Catholic side for all 
other religious groups, especially other Christians.’’ 


“a 


The developing ecumenical movement ‘‘undergirds a 
real pleasant change in pastoral practice,’’ he added. 


Asked what steps an interchurch couple should take 
before their wedding, Lawless had several suggestions. 


**THE COUPLE should first ask, ‘What would we 
like to see happen at our wedding’ and then work back- 
ward from there,’’ he said. ‘‘For example, is there a 
strong reason to have the wedding in one church or the 
other? That might be a problem. Another question is: 
How does the couple see the role of the priest? Is it a 
passive role or an active one.”’ 


Lawless believes there is no substitute for 
communication and open discussion between an engaged 
couple from different churches. 


“If the couple can be clear as to what their own 
expectations are, as well as the expectations of others, 
they’ll be in far better shape. As much as possible, any 
wishes, desires, wants or needs should be discussed openly 
from the beginning. 


““THE VERY ACT of working out these difficulties 
can strengthen the relationship,’’ Lawless said. 


Next, Lawless commented, conferences should be 
arranged with the clergy from both communities, no 
matter which church the ceremony will take place in or 
the roles of each minister. 


“It would be good to visit with the Protestant minister, 
not only as a courtesy, but as a real recognition of the 
Protestant clergy’s role’’ of leadership in a community. 
‘““There would also be the opportunity to hear any of the 
values or concerns the Protestant community might 
express as the couple goes into the marriage.’’ 


DURING THE time before the wedding, Lawless 
believes the couple should attend some services at each 
other’s church. ‘‘It’s important for the non-Catholic 
partner to have some understanding of the Catholic faith 
and vice versa,’’ he said. 


No one should be carrying ‘any hidden agenda to try 
to change one person’s faith,’’ Lawless believes; the 
expectation is that each partner will continue to live 
within the tradition of his or her Church. 


* ee OK OK 


Another area of extreme consequence that should be 
discussed prior to the wedding is the subject of children 
and their faith, Lawless said. 


The Church’s Code of Canon Law still requires the 
Catholic party in a ‘“‘mixed marriage”’ to promise ‘‘that 
everything possible will be done to see that the children of 
this marriage will be baptized and educated in the 
Catholic faith.” 


BECAUSE “‘IT is not simply the conscience of the 
Catholic partner involved here,’’ but also the conscience 
of the non-Catholic, Lawless said, the canon regarding 
Catholic baptism of children may not always be possible 
to fulfill. 

For a married couple, the pastoral practice ‘‘is that the 
Catholic is not expected to put the marriage in danger in 
order to carry this (canon) out,’’ Lawless said. 


Children of interchurch couples should not be ‘‘raised’’ 
in both denominations, Lawless said, but they should be 


_“‘exposed”’ to both. The fact that a couple draws on the 


best in each partner’s religious tradition ‘‘can be a 
strengthening element in that family,’’ Lawless said.

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Marriage enrichment on target

“A healthy, satisfying marriage 
relationship is never accidental,’’ write 
Don Dinkmeyer and Jon Carlson in the 
book, Time for a Better Marriage 
(American Guidance Service, 1984, 
$7.95). ‘Basic to the process of building a 
stronger, happier marriage is a 
commitment to spend time together 
learning and applying relationship 
skills.’’ 


The authors, experienced marriage and 
family counselors, add that their book is a 
“program designed to help you better 
understand your marriage and learn 
important skills that will enable you to 
enrich your relationship.’’ Each chapter 
deals with a different skill. 


DINKMEYER AND Carlson point 
out that problems are going to be a fact of 
life in every marriage. Problems in one 


area have an annoying habit of cropping 


up in another. 


For instance, in sexuality. ‘‘A couple’s 
sexual relationship is like a .barometer, 
reflecting the highs and lows of the 
relationship,’’ they write. What happpens 
outside the bedroom all day has a 
tremendous influence on what happens 
inside it. 

Learning how to carry on discussions 
calmly is a key skill to develop, the 
authors indicate. Especially in such an 
emotion-laden situation as sex, they say, 
“‘it is important to clearly understand and 
accept each person’s point of view.’’ Only 
then can a couple move forward and grow 
as a couple. : 


BEING ABLE tto share feelings is 
another important skill in a relationship. 
Sometimes, the authors say, ‘‘fear and 
insecurity block the way to 
communicating what we are really 
feeling.’’ They add, though, that sharing 
feelings takes courage and a willingness to 
risk rejection for the sake of developing a 
deeper relationship. 


Dinkmeyer and Carlson recommend 
making ‘‘I’’ statements to share feelings. 
They stress the need to be as concrete as 
possible: “‘I’m lonely when you’re not 
here’ is preferable to a more general

statement like “‘I’m feeling so lonely.’’ 


As in other sections in the book, the 
authors list some questions for self- 
evaluation on how well couples share 
feelings. These include: : 


¢ Do you avoid intimacy by not 
sharing feelings? 

e Are your conversations general or 
do you share on a personal level? 


e¢ Do you ask a lot of questions and 
give opinions rather than reveal how you 
feel? 


FOR COUPLES and groups 
interested in marriage enrichment, the 
book serves as a ‘‘how-to’’ manual with 
10 weekly lessons. The lessons explore 
topics vital to couples involved in the 
exciting process of learning to live with 
each other on a daily basis. 


Included are activities for improving 
skills, such as a step-by-step approach for 
handling conflict; case histories 
describing commonly encountered 
situations such as in-laws or money 
management; and exercises for self- 
evaluation.

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How to realistically handle conflicts in marriage

Mary Roemer has counseled clients at the Family and 
Children Center in Mishawaka, Ind., for 10 years. In a 
recent interview she talked about the role of conflict in 
marriage. 


Q. Is conflict in marriage bad? 


A. No, it is essential to a healthy, intimate relationship. 
Conflict is a sign that a marriage is alive. Conflict is the 
arena where growth in a relationship takes place. 


Growth and change are something we are always 
struggling with. New life comes through change. How a 


‘person handles conflicts tells what a relationship will be. 


Q. What areas do couples come into conflict over? 


A. The number one reason people come to me is the 
lack of intimacy in their marriage. They complain they 
have no feeling of being close to a partner. 


Conflict arises in the arenas where intimacy is played 
out: in accepting differences; in expectations; in demands 
for personal power; in getting needs met; in sexual 
expectations. 

Conflicts also need to be worked out in numerous day- 
to-day matters: Where are we going to spend our summer 
vacation? How shall we use the spare room — as a sewing 
room for you or a study for me? 


Q. How well do couples handle conflict in your 
experience? 


A. It’s a terrible problem for most couples. Many 
haven’t developed ways of working through conflict 
effectively. 


Q. Why is conflict such a problem? 


Many couples don’t understand that conflict in 
marriage is a healthy thing in a relationship, 
counselor Mary Roemer says. Conflict is a sign 
that a marriage is alive. Conflict is the arena 
where growth in a relationship takes place, she 
says.

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A. Many people don’t understand that conflict is a 
healthy thing in a relationship. Too many choose fight, 
flight, or accommodation rather than deal with conflict 
head on. 

It is balderdash to think that those techniques are 
effective ways of dealing with conflict. They do nothing to 
resolve the underlying problem which, if allowed to fester, 


- can destroy a relationship. Some individuals end up in the 


divorce court; others have chronic rashes or migraine 
headaches. 


Q. Can you give an example of a client’s initial 
consultation with you? 


A. A woman will come in to my office alone and 
complain that her husband doesn’t listen to her, that she 
can’t communicate with him and isn’t getting her needs 
met. 


Q. How do you help her? 


A. I encourage her to bring her husband in. Then I 
work on helping her to be more effective in the whole area 
of give-and-take with her husband. 


I often start with asking what I consider a pivotal 
question: What do you want? 


So many people don’t know what they want. They get 
embarrassed when I ask that question because they can’t 
answer it. 

Yet what people typically want is appreciation and 
recognition, to be understood and to have some sense of 
being personally effective in a relationship. 


Q. Could you explain how people use anger in 
handling conflict? 


A. For some couples, anger is a contact sport. If you 
have lost other ways of being effective with a mate, 
shouting back and forth is a way of making contact. 


Q. How do you help people who battle constantly? 


A. Such couples need a new road map. They may not 
realize that not everybody uses anger as a way of handling 
conflict. 


The first thing is to slow them down. People who are 
angry are emotional and the more emotional people are, 
the less able they are to solve problems. 


I make it plain that in my office I make the rules. I may

insist that each person speak for 10 minutes without being 
interrupted. It may be the first time in years that each has 


_listened without verbally responding. 


I also try to get the couple to achieve some agreement 
by the.end of the hour in my office, maybe simply some 
agreement on how to parent a 5-year-old. 


Q. What are some techniques for handling conflict 
that you find effective? 


A. I like to talk in terms of broad categories: 
communication skills, assertiveness, conflict resolution. 


1. Communication skills: Listen carefully; make sure 
the message being sent is the message received. 


2. Assertiveness: Be persistent and clear; repeat when 
necessary. 


3. Conflict resolution: Look for a number of solutions 
to a situation. Too often each person sees only one. There 
are usually several. 


Don’t personalize the problem. Leave the prepositional 
phrase, ‘“‘to me,’’ out of your vocabulary. Statements 
like, ‘‘Why are you doing this to me?’’ can make the 
other person feel threatened and defensive. It gets in the 
way of resolving a problem. 


Don’t blame and accuse the other person. That only 
escalates a problem.

“I USED «a light Virginia accent 
because that’s where she’s from,’’ the 
actress told me. ‘‘Curiously, it wasn’t 
difficult for me to get it. The cadences are 
so marked and clear that I found it 
simple. Plain, unaccented American 
speech is more difficult. It’s great fun to 
perform with an accent. It frees you, like 
wearing a mask.”’

Cagney: ‘always 


NEW YORK (NC) — Cardinal John 
J. O’Connor of New York brought the 
funeral of film star James Cagney to a 
surprising conclusion April 1 by offering 
his widow a public apology for the hurt 
“an unkind priest’’ in the New York 
archdiocese was said to have inflicted on 
her husband as a young man. 


Coming down to the congregational 
level and standing in front of Mrs. 
Cagney, the cardinal told her that he had 
come to the funeral because he heard after 
Cagney’s death of the actor’s hurt by the 
priest many years ago, and he wished as 
the archbishop of New York to ‘“‘tell you 
how deeply sorry I am for any such 
incident.”’ 


HE TOLD Mrs. Cagney, a 
Protestant, that he knew that anything 
which hurt her husband must also have 
hurt her. He then leaned over and kissed 
her. 


Cagney, who died March 30 at age 86 
at his home in Dutchess County, N.Y.., 
was eulogized during the service as ‘‘a 
man good to the core of his being.”’ 


Following the Mass, Cardinal 
O’Connor told reporters he had heard 
that Cagney had sent for a priest at the 
time his father was about to die, and was 
deeply hurt when the priest did not come. 
The cardinal. said he felt it was 
appropriate for him as the archbishop of 
New York to offer an apology. 


CARDINAL O’CONNOR said in his 
remarks that he had offered the use of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral for the funeral but 
that Mrs. Cagney had instead chosen St. 
Francis de Sales Church, a much smaller 
building but the place where Cagney had 
served as an altar boy, received his first 
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to the Catholic community 
since 1946.

«‘James Cagney was not the most pious 
man that crossed the world’s stage, but he 
was certainly one of the most spiritual 
men I’ve ever known,’’ Father Catoir 
said. ‘‘He was good to the core of his 
being; nothing at all like those gangsters 
he played in Hollywood movies where he 
brought chilling insights into the very 
nature of evil. 


““As a condemned convict in ‘Angels 
With Dirty Faces,’ he said he never had a 
heart,’’ Father Catoir said. ‘‘But he was 
wrong. America loved him because he 
always had a heart.”’ 

Cagney was buried at a cemetery in 
Hawthorne, N.Y., near the farm where 
he lived in retirement.

“She had such a buoyant and 
untrammeled spirit and_ great 
independence, which was fostered by her 
father,’’ the actress noted. ‘‘The way she 
lived within the confines of society then 
was marvelous. She went to two 
presidents — Polk and Lincoln — to 
plead on her husband’s behalf. That was 
most unusual for a woman of her time. 
She had an equal and creative partnership 
with her husband, and aided him in so 
many ways.”’ 

Jessie Fremont was the daughter of a 
U.S. Senator, Thomas Hart Benton. 
When her husband returned from his 
exploration of the West, she authored a 
book about his journeys, which proved to 
be a best-seller of its time. She would later 
stand up for Fremont when he 
encountered political problems | with 
powerful men. In the mini-series, the

One of the healthiest women I know is single, never 
married. She teaches, has a full life, and a network of 
people she calls a family. 


“Being single doesn’t have to mean being lonely,”’ she 
says, and her life proves it. ‘‘After all,’’ she says, 
““marriage is not a commandment, is it?”’ 


NO, IT ISN’T but sometimes it seems as if it is. 
Singles in our church remark, often justifiably, that they 
are made to feel like second-class members. ‘‘It isn’t 
what’s said,’ one single commented. ‘“‘It’s being 
ignored.”’ ; 


I believe that everyone has a family whether he or she is 
married, divorced, separated, widowed, or never 
married. Our family consists of those we label as family, 
whether blood-related or not. 


These are the ones we turn to in times of need, in times 
of support, in times of celebration. They are the people 
we call when we want to announce wonderful news. They 
are also there when we’re hurting. 


AT ONE TIME in history, people called on blood or 
marriage relations only, but this is no longer true. 
Indeed, many couples tell me they have friends who are 
closer than blood-related family. 

‘When I am really hurting, I don’t call my brothers,”’ 
a woman said. ‘‘We just aren’t that close. I call some of 
my friends who are always there when I need them.”’

Some of the closest families I’ve seen are religious 
sisters and brothers. It is not unusual to hear them say 
that they are closer to community siblings than their 
married siblings. 


I WAS DEEPLY touched last August when I observed 
this sense of family among the Sisters of Charity of 
Cincinnati. I was asked to speak at a congress — a family 
reunion — that drew 800 sisters of all ages together. 


Before my presentation, a former SC, now a married 
psychotherapist with children, announced that 21 former 
sisters had convened the evening before. ‘‘We still 
consider you family,’’ she said. ‘‘You are very dear to

us. 


When we embrace this definition of family — as those 
we call upon in need and celebration — it does away with 
a narrow historical definition of family and opens us to an 
exciting new dimension: we can be family regardless of 
marital status. 


WE’VE KNOWN this, of course, in our deepest core, 
but we haven’t dared to articulate it for fear of 
“‘destroying family values.”’ 


What are family values? Trust, respect, support, and 
love. These aren’t limited to families. Sadly, many blood- 
related families do not possess these values. It seems to me 
the higher value emerges when those not related by blood 
are bonded by such rich qualities. 


What this definition says to us as Church is that all of us 
have families and all of us are family. (Maybe I better 
make that ‘‘most’’ instead of ‘‘all.’’ Unfortunately, there 
are some loners who don’t seem to want or need people in 
their lives.) 


LET’S DO away with labels and categories that 
separate us as singles or families. Once we assume that 
singles are families, they will feel more welcome and more 
comfortable and less ignored. 


When we have a family picnic, let’s include singles and 
their ‘‘family,’’ whomever it might include. Let’s ask and 
expect singles to be part of the planning committees and 
work force for family activities. Singles don’t want to be 
with singles only just as couples don’t want to be with 
couples only. 


Every year at our family vacation retreat, we have 
several singles who are a viable part of planning, 
teaching, and fun. The kids love them and they enjoy 
being with the kids and parents. Nobody thinks of them as 
singles. They are just part of the retreat family. And 
that’s as.it should be.

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Considering A Trial Separation 


Q. What does “‘trial separation’? mean? 


A. A trial separation represents an attempt by a couple to find some option between 
initiating a divorce and staying together in an unhappy marriage. They may have even 
tried marriage counseling but still find that living together isn’t working for them. By 
agreeing to physically separate for some given period of time (e.g., three months to one 
year), they are attempting to deal with a stagnant, frustrating situation. 

There are no guarantees about what will happen. One possibility is that living alone will 
make the partners feel their need and appreciation for one another. But some spouses may 
also discover that the time they spend apart reinforces their belief that they will be happier 
that way. 

Some couples choose to get together on mutually agreed occasions; others find that a 
cooling off period is better. A marriage counselor can often help couples work out these 
arrangements.

Young adults minister to homeless

SAN DIEGO — When young adults from four San Diego 
parishes meet in front of the city library at Eighth and E 
Street every Tuesday evening, it is not to check out books 
or peruse reference material. 


About eight gather there to pray before ministering in 
two groups to the homeless near St. Vincent De Paul 
Store and the Salvation Army. Occasionally they visit 
street people at San Diego Catholic Worker and the 
downtown detoxification center. 


THE YOUNG adults come from Good Shepherd, Our 
Mother of Confidence, St. Catherine Laboure, and St. 
Brigid’s parishes. 

They come with homemade sandwiches, fruit, and 
pastries for about 80 people they interact with each week. 
Parish donations enable them to provide clothing for the 
homeless. The Women’s Club at Good Shepherd Church 
recently financed the purchase of 84 tube socks, said Jill 
Hicke of that parish. 


She obtained a list of articles of clothing needed by 
downtown street people from the San Diego task force for 
the homeless, said. Rick Fitz Maurice of St. Catherine 
Laboure parish. The group has distributed about 200 rain 
ponchos, as well as used clothing, Hicke said. 


THIS MINISTRY started last summer, said Michael 
(Tac) Tacelosky who admitted the young adults were 
“somewhat intimidated’’ at first. Its goal is ‘‘to allow 
others to see Christ in us as we see the presence of Christ 
in them.”’ 


Tacelosky participated in a- similar ministry in 


Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, while attending Villanova - 


University. 

Sometimes conversation with the homeless leads to 
praying with them, Hicke said. ‘“They need someone to 
talk to more than food and clothing. They have spiritual 
values, but not our traditional material values,’’ she said. 


SEVERAL YOUNG adults said in _ telephone 
interviews they receive more from the street people than 
they give. 


They taught Laurie Bowen how to trust God. ‘‘They 
don’t worry where the next meal will come from,’’ she

said. When she has:given food to those who have had their 
evening meal, they offer it to others they consider 
hungrier, she explained. 

Hicke finds a feeling of hospitality among the homeless. 
One man sitting in front of St. Vincent De Paul store 
gave her a piece of cardboard to kneel on during their 
conversation. ‘‘It was like offering a chair in his house,”’ 
she said. ‘‘I felt welcomed.”’ 

ALTHOUGH MANY of the homeless are transient, 
some become friends with their visitors. Hicke wears a 
silver bracelet given by a woman she visited several times. 
The Christmas present reminds her to pray for her friend 
who later headed for Arizona. 

Most of the homeless appreciate our help,”’ said Fitz 
Maurice who also distributes bookmarks stamped with 
the words ‘‘Let go and let God.’’ He said that ‘‘God uses 
us as a channel of his love.’’ 

The activity ‘‘has provided us with a flexible, enjoyable 
ministry,’’ Tacelosky said. ‘“‘It has heightened our 
awareness of how much we have in common’’ with the 
homeless. 

According to Hicke, all young adults in San Diego are 
welcome to participate.
